extensively, he plans gradually to di- 
minish this department to allow for 
increasing the dairy herd to at least 
500 head—a splendid argument for 
the profitableness of the Holstein- 
Friesians. When the herd reaches 
this number an annual auction of 
surplus animals will be held on the 
farm in the large concrete structure 
built for the exhibiting of horses and 
the holding of horse auctions. The 
main dairy barn, situated with the 
principal group of buildings, is 150 
feet long and likewise entirely of 
concrete. Over the cow apartment is 
a reinforced concrete floor with hay 
loft above. At another group of 
buildings, an immense dairy stable 
240 feet in length is nearing comple- 
tion. This stable is a model one but 
differs from the other in that the 
superstructure is entirely of wood. Be- 
cause of this, Mr. Pabst has had in- 
stalled the Grennell Automatic 
Sprinkler system for fire protection. 
At this farm are two 60-foot silos 
with water tanks above. In the all- 
concrete stable the gravity water 
system with individual drinking bas- 
ins is in use. Fearing that this sys- 
tem might possibly be the cause of 
spreading disease germs from one 
basin to another, the basins in the 
new barn are connected differently 
and the water is run out of each 
basin by pulling a stopper. 

Though the farm is well supplied 
with horse power, a very large part 
of the work is done by a 35-horse- 
power gasoline tractor. It plows ten 
acres a day without exhaustion, does 
all the discing, pulls the big hay wag- 


ons and automatic hayloaders in hay- 
ing time and in the fall supplies the 
power for filling the silos. It makes 
a noise like a pro‘it-producer alright. 
With perfect ease, it was Ccoing its 
part in the filling of a 30-foot silo, the 
day of our visit to the farm. One of 
the workmen, however, informed us 
that even this strong farm hand was 
unable to shoot the corn to the top 
of the 60-foot silos if it were fed 
into the cutter to rapidly. Evidently 


the raising of the corn from 30 to 60 | 


feet increases many times the power 
required, for a 10-horsepower engine 


is usually able to handle the filling 
of a 30-foot silo. 

We expect the herdsman, Mr. Geo. 
A. Howard, is impatient to read what 
we have to say about the herd. It is 
our observance that a man has to be 
a real walking-dictionary to go 


nize each cow and calf and tell of 
their breeding and records, if any, but 
Mr. Howard is fully equal to the task 
and we shall expect him to have a 
place in his head for each animal 
even when the herd reaches the 500 
mark. 

The foundation of the herd was 
laid some eight years ago by the pur- 
chase of a whole herd of about 30 
head from the Delafield Military 
Academy of Waukesha County, Wis. 
Many of the females were daughters 
of the sire, Minnie Sandes 2d’s Sir 
Piebe De Kol, whose dam, Minnie 
Sandes 2d, a daughter of De Kol 
Burke, was formerly reported in the 
World as twice holding the world’s 
record in the junior two-year-old 
class during the same lactation per- 
iod. One of this sire’s daughters, 
Prairie Flower Piebe De Kol, missed 
the 30-lb. mark by less than three- 
tenths of a pound of butter and made 
122 lbs. in 30 days and 889 lbs. in one 
year with 20,000 lbs. of milk; an- 
other daughter, Delafield Pride, made 
757 lbs. of butter as a junior 3-yr.- 
‘old, thereby winning 2d Association 
| prize for that year.

The present senior herd sire is King 
Pontiac Champion 53418. He was 
bred by Stevens Bros. Company and 
is a son of King of the Pontiacs and 
Maid Mutual De Kol, a 31-lb. daugh- 
ter of De Kol 2d’s Mutual Paul. Were 
this the only bull that King of the 
Pontiacs had sired, it would have giv- 
en him the stamp of greatness in our 
opinion. We have not seen the daugh- 
ters of many of the noted sires in a 
group, but in the Pabst herd are 77 
daughters of this “King” and we dare 
say that no bull has a better show- 
ing for size, constitution, smoothness 
and capacity for milk production. Mr. 
Pakst lays more stress on milking 


capacity than upon show qualities 
but these daughters are marvels in 
both respects and he is justly proud 
of them. They have fine mamary de- 
velopment with wonderfully square 
udders to which my attention was 
particularly called; also it was said 
that their persistency as milk pro- 
ducers far exceeded the daughters of 
any other bulls yet owned in the 
herd. Besides the 77 daughters there 
are 60 cows in calf to him and many 
more to come.

Six of his 2-yr.-old daughters 
tested last year averaged over 650 
Ibs. butter and 15,000 Ibs. milk and 
Champion Dora Korndyke his. first 
daughter to freshen at 5 years of age 
is on semi-official test now and will 
make about 1000 Ibs. of butter and 
2300 lbs. of milk. She is also one of 
the finest individuals in the herd be- 
ing very large and stylish in appear- 
ance, She has a daughter with 23 lbs. 
as a 2-yr.-old and 726 in one year. 
His daughter, Pabst Lula Lady, list- 
ed above, as a 2-yr.-old made 849 lbs. 
butter and 20,000 Ibs. of milk. With 
the exception of Champion Dora Korn- 
dyke, she is the highest record daugh- 
ter of King regardless of age. She 
won $128.50 in prize money as a 2- 
yr.-old. One daughter, Pabst Pon- 
tiac Duchess made 645 lbs. butter and 
14,888 lbs. milk as a two-year-old. 
She is of exceedingly “milky” appear- 
ance being very deep-bodied and low 
down for a heifer. 

Another of the present herd sires 
is Maplecrest King De Kol, 100 per 
cent the same breeding as the young 
sire just purchased by Henry Stevens 
& Son to be used on the daughters of 
Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th. Their 





dams are full sisters and their sire, 
Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter 
Boy. The fact that he is sire of Daisy 
Grace De Kol, and Banostine Belle De 
Kol and has four daughters above the 
1,000-lb. butter mark is quite general 
knowledge. The dam of the bull is 
Maple Crest Pontiac Hartog, a 20-lb. 
jr. 2-yr.-old daughter of Highlawn 
Hartog De Kol (1247 lb. butter in 
one year) and full sister to Maple- 
crest Pontiac Flora Hartog (1232 Ib. 
butter in one year). Her sire is the 
great Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke the 
only bull with 12 30-lb. daughters. 
There is breeding for you! His only 
daughter that has freshened up to 
this time made 21.30 as a 2-yr.-old. 
He is a very splendid individual with 
straight back and rump, but is not 
quite so smooth as King. There are 
30 of his daughters in the herd. 

The junior herd sire is Korndyke 
Segis Johanna, the youngster for 
which Mr. Pabst paid $12,500 for at 








40-lb., $25,000 bull, Johanna McKin- 
ley Segis and his dam is Pontiac Lady 
Korndyke (38.02), the highest record 
daughter of Pontiac Korndyke. There 
are 35 cows in calf to him. We do 
not think he has quite the individu- 
ality of either of the other sires stil] 
by himself he would be considered of 
fine build, having a particularly fine 
middle, and with royal breeding he 
cannot help but get daughters of the 
heavy producing kind. His likeness 
(see. advertisement) presents him to 
good advantage. 


The above three herd sires all trace 
to Pontiac Korndyke through his 
greatest sons and daughters; each one 
is of the most royal breeding and 
they make a strong combination. There 
is enough outcross to retain the great- 
est strength and vitality, still the 
breeding of each is sufficiently simi- 
lar to preserve and transmit, per- 
haps even to augment, in their off- 
spring the great qualities jof that 
greatest of sires, Pontiac Korndyke. 

Turning again to the female line, 
we find it quite impossible to give an 
accurate word picture of the fine 
quality which is present throughout 
the herd—suffice it to say that, with 
possibly one or two exceptions, they 
all look like record-breakers. Some 
of them are old-timers that have es- 
tablished their mark in the world and 
we will have to content ourselves with 
mention of these. 


There is Edith De Kol Burke Heng- 
erveld (31.16), the highest-record 
daughter of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
3d. She is from a 23-lb. daughter, of 
De Kol Burke, 3d dam a 24-lb. daugh- 
ter of Paul Beets De Kol. Her full. 
sister, Edith Burke Hengerveld De 
Kol made 26.65 as a 3-yr.-old. The 
accompanying illustration gives but 
a very poor idea of her, for she now 
has a very much larger udder of fine 
quality and good shape and shows 
very much greater depth of body.

ducer, at a glance, as far as he could 
see. 

Another fine old matron, previously 
mentioned as daughter of Minnie 
Sandes 2d Sir Piebe De Kol, and one 
of the foundation cows purchased 
with the Academy herd eight years 
ago, was contentedly getting her fill 
of fresh pasture grass at the time 
of our visit. She is of the broad, 
heavy type that one likes to see, in 
fact, her development is simply superb 
in every way. Judging classes which 
have visited the herd at different 
times from Kansas, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Iowa and Wisconsin have 
usually picked her for the best cow 
in the herd. She is also of De Kol 
Burke breeding, being a great grand- 
daughter of that noted sire. She has 
three A. R. O. daughters, one of which 
made 25 Ibs. last month. ; 

Then there is King Segis Pontiac 
Dione (29.12), the second highest- 
record daughter of King Segis Pon- 
tiac. Her build and particularly at- 
tractive udder are indicative of her 
producing qualities. 

It is useless to go further—let’s 
take an inventory. Upon doing this 
we find to the credit of the Pabst 
Stock Farm, the following: 

1. Ten cows in the herd with semi- 
official records above 800 lbs. 

2. All of the cows that have finished 
yearly records to date, 44 in number 
including 31 heifers with first and 
second calves, show an average of 650 
lbs. of butter and 15,200 Ibs. of milk. 
Of these 44 only four (heifers) have 
gone below 12,000 Ibs. milk. None 
have gone below 10,000 lbs. ; 

3.-17 of the above have seven-day 
records from 25 to 31 lbs. 

4, Every female of milking age has 
an A. R. O. record. 

5. The private herd records show 
that the whole milking herd of 70 
females averages 500 Ibs. of butter 
and 138,500 Ibs. milk. 

6. 120 cows and heifers, in calf to 
the herd sires, will freshen this win- 
ter. 

7. There are 40 heifers, all daugh- 
ters of the herd sires, to freshen with 
first calf this winter. 


8. The Pabst Stock Farm is strictly 
a breeding establishment, every fe- 
male is retained in the herd and given 
an A. R. O. record as soon -as she 
freshens, and with the exception of 
herd bulls no females have been 
bought into the herd in over four 
years. 

There, you have the results of 
eight years of effort, but we recog- 
nize that you are not: alone interested 
in results but also in the causes which 
bring about these results. 

In the first place, only cream is 
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sold from the farm and all the skim- 
milk is fed to calves and hogs. Second- 
ly, from the skimmilk stage to the 
day of freshening, the young stock is 
kept in open sheds with yards in 
which to exercise, thus giving them 
strength and vitality and preventing 
all possibility of disease.

Mr. Pabst is very pleasant and 
sociable, and shows not the least 
sign of being weighed down by big 
enterprises. We dare say there is 
not a'man in the country who will do 
more to promote and safeguard the 
interests of the Holstein-Friesian in- 
dustry. By its natural increase, the 
herd in two or three years will have 
reached the 500 mark, the auction 
sale stage, and then each year, Mr. 
Pabst will have to offer to the public 
a large number of animals, males and 
females, strong, robust, absolutely 


free from disease and bred in the- 


best-producing lines of the breed. 

When we think of the Pabst Stock 
Farm as a place where many thous- 
ands of dollars have been expended, 
we are apt to say, oh yes, its alright 
for a rich man’s hobby, but of course 
it can’t be practicable from the stand- 
point of profit earned. On the other 
hand, when we go further and con- 
sider the immense acreage of tillable

DANGER IN THE SILO : 


The department of chemistry of the 
Nebraska Agricultural College issues 
a timely warning against the danger 
of gas during the silo filling period, 
as follows: 

“Farmers are again reminded of 
the danger of death from asphyxia- 
tion during the filling of the silo. 
Large quantities of carbon dioxide 
are produced in the silo from the 
green crop, and may collect in dan- 
gerous amounts if conditions become 
favorable. To avoid such an accumu- 

‘on of the gas, the doors should be 
left open as long as possible. Men 
should not stay in the silo when the 
blower is not running; especially they 
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should not sit or lie on fresh silage. 
If the work has been interrupted for 
any length of time, men should not 
again enter the silo until the blower 
has been running for a few minutes. 
This removes the dangerous gases. 
In the case of a pit silo, men should 
never remain in the silo when the 
blower is not running, and the blower 
should always be started before any- 
one enters the silo.” 

The fact that the danger from gas 
is not very imminent furnishes no 
excuse for neglecting this warning.

MORE COWS TESTED IN WISCON- 
SIN DURING PAST YEAR 

Although the outbreak of the “foot 
and mouth” disease last fall threat- 
ened the discontinuance in this state 
of official testing, the number of tests 
was actually increased by 11 per cent 
and the number of cows tested was 16 
per cent more than the previous year 
when all former records had been 
broken. Between 2,500 and 3,000 cows 





were tested during the year by testers . 


who, while representing the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, were paid 
by the breeders themselves. 

These tests were made in 321 herds 
of which 92 had never had previous 
tests made. Ninety-three men for 
varying lengths of time were em- 
ployed to do this work which would 
have taken the time of one man up- 
wards of 22 years working every day. 
The Experiment Station has co-oper- 
ated with the different national breed- 
ers’ associations for the past 22 years 
in the making of these tests. In that 
time practically 14,000 cows have been 
officially tested.

Whitewash Banishes the Mites. 





If you are going to be a successful 
poultryman, young man, you must get 
after those mites. They sap all the 
life out of the hens and cut down the 
egg supply enormously. They kill off 
large numbers of the most promising 
chicks. They are the worst enemies 
with which your flock has to contend. 

But you can get rid of them if you 
will. Have a thorough housecleaning 
some fine day this coming spring. 
Clean up the dirty floor. Take out 
the roosts and scrape them, and clean 
out the dirty nests. If they are too 
badly. infected, burn them up and 
make some new ones. Brush down 
the cobwebs from the corners. 
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Then take a spray pump and spray 
the whole inside of the poultry house, 
getting into all the cracks and cor- 
ners with a mixture of one part crude 
carbolic acid to ten of kerosene. This 
kills any of the mites which may have 
fled to the cracks and ‘crevices for 
safety. After this is dry, put on the 
whitewash. It may be put on with 
the same spray pump, but it sticks 
better and lasts longer if it is put 
on with a brush. Lice and mites can’t 
stand whitewash. 


After the whitewash has _thor- 
oughly dried, refit the house with 
clean roosts and nests, and put some 
clean straw on the floor. If you wish, 
you can dust the hens off with lice 
powder before admitting them to the 
house. Repeat dusting again in about 
a week, or better, apply the blue oint- 
ment. It is a very good time to do 
the job. If you will do this, you will 
find that the lice have departed for 
some other henhouse whose owner is 
not so good a poultryman as you.

STIMULATING THE FALL 
MILK-FLOW 


A perplexing problem to solve, and 
one upon which the yearly profits of 
the herd depends, is maintaining a 
strong uniform milk-flow during the 
fall months when pastures usually are 
secant and limited resources are at 
hand to stimulate economic milk pro- 
duction. Dairymen are common who 
practice increasing the grain ration 
during the fall as a substitute for 
pasture; but this year with the high 
prices of all kinds of feeds suitable 
for milk production, the problem is 
more serious than in former years. 
I have always practiced increasing 
the grain ration during the fail 
months not alone to help out on past- 
ure, but because I have found it prof- 
itable, and especially if a number of 
cows freshen at this time of the year. 
This season has been a very favorable 
one in this locality for pasture growth 
and I do not believe I ever saw past- 
ure as good at this time of the year. 
However, pasture alone is not suffi- 





‘cient to produce maximum milk-flow 


and some supplementary feed must be 
supplied. 
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The dairyman who has been in the 
dairy business for a number of years 
has been taught the lesson “a day 
ahead is worth seven behind,” espe- 
cially in the growing af supplemen:- 
ary feeding crops for the dairy herd. 
This year I made a little extra prep- 
aration for the fall season as I had 
feared on account of the excessive wet 
weather early in the season we would 
have a dry spell later. I, therefore, 
sowed a large acreage of fodder corn 
and for the past three weeks I have 
been feeding my herd liberally on 
green fodder. I am inclined to think 
that as a rule dairymen do not appre- 
ciate the economic value of green fod- 
der for stimulating milk-flow, and es- 
pecially as a supplementary feed dur- 
ing the fall months. I plan to sow 
enough fodder corn as early in the 
season as possible to feed my herd 
from the first of August until pasture 
is gone. I find the green fodder a 
much more economic feed than grain 
and thoroly relished by the stock. 


The feeding of silage as a supple. 
mentary feed during the fall is a 
practicable and economic method of 
stimulating milk-flow. The silage may 
be fed as soon as the silo is filled, and 
with ordinary care it can be handled 
without waste. For the past two years 





I have planned to have plenty of | 
green fodder to carry my herd on un- | 
til snowfall; consequently, I have 
not found it necessary to open my 
silo until winter. However, I have in 
former years fed a great deal of si- 
lage during the fall months and I con-! 
sider it one of the best feeds within 
the reach of the average dairyman 
who has overlooked sowing some, sup- 
plementary fodder crop. In feeding 
silage to dairy cows during the fall 
nionths it is advisable to begin very 
moderately and gradually increase the 
ration as the animals come on feed. 
Silage as a fall feed has a number 
of advantages over feeding fodder 
crops. In the first place, the feed 1s 
stored near the stable and can be fed 
without delay. It is a highly nutritive | 
feed and when all the corn is put into 
the silo the silage will take the place 
of a part of the grain ration. When 
my corn crop has been well eared and 
siloed at the proper state of maturity, 
I have taken away the grain ration 
entirely and increased the milk-flow 
on silage alone. There is something 
about the newly siloed corn that the 
cows thoroly relish and even though 
pasture is good, they will take a half- 
ration twice daily without waste. 
Clover hay and alfalfa are two ex- 
cellent roughages to feed the dairy 
herd during the fall months, as both 
are rich in protein, an essential ingre- 
dient in the ration for milk produc- | 








,tion. When I have plenty of clover 


and alfalfa hay I like to feed a ration 
of hay as an alternate feed as I think 
it stimulates appetite and encourages 
an increase in the milk-flow. This fall 
I shall have a large amount of clover 
and alfalfa and shall feed my herd 
liberally with the corn fodder. “ 

Dairymen as a rule can profitably 
afford to feed a good grain ration to 


their cows during the fall season for 


the purpose of milk production and 
also to put them in good flesh condi- 
tion to go into the winter. Flies and 
scant pasture are sure to reduce the 
flesh condition of the herd during the 
summer, and unless this is regained 
before cold weather sets in the herd 
will require extra grain during the 
winter months. At the present time 
I am feeding five pounds daily of 
ground oats, corn and cottonseed meal 
to my cows and they are doing splen- 
didly. When a large portion of the 
grain is grown upon the farm the cost 
is below the market value, and a ra- 
tion can be compounded much cheaper 
than if the feed is purchased upon 
the market.—Leo C. Reynolds, Shia- 
wassee Co., Mich.

Remarkable ‘two-year-old heifer 
records for milk and butter produc- 
tion have been made by two cows 
owned by the Dairy Department of 
the University of Missouri. One of 
these heifers, has produced 9,891 Ibs. 
of milk for the year closing June 
5th, and 389 Ibs. of butter. In ten 
months the other heifer has produced 
13,585 lbs. of milk and 415 lbs. of 
butter. She is a granddaughter of 
Missouri Chief Jisephine, a cow 
owned by the Dairy Department of 
the University, which had a year’s 
record of 26,861 lbs. of milk and 965 
Ibs. of butter. She held the world’s 
record for milk production over a 
period of six months. Missouri Chief 
Josephine died in 1912. 

When ‘the record of the second 
heifer is completed for a year’s time 
it is estimated that she will have 
produced 15,000 lbs. of milk and 480 
lbs. of butter. This is an average 
daily production of more than 20 
quarts. These are remarkable rec- 
ords for young cows, according to 
professors in the Dairy Department. 
These heifers are Holsteins.—Na- 
tional Farmer and Stock Grower.

Bridges.” getting to be a_ science 

among those who are try- 
ing to get the maximum of efficiency 
out of themszives, or out of their 
work. 

Commodore Perry once said that 
the getting to the pole was not any- 
thing like a superhuman feat, once 
the central purpose was selected, once 
the goal was chosen, and the determin- 
ation made, to reach that goal. 

What would have been difficult 
would be for him to get up every 
morning and to take discouraging 
note of the fact that their food sup- 
ply was not as great as it had been 
the morning before, that his men were 
not in quite as good condition as they 
had been, that they had lost a dog dur- 
ing the night,—perhaps the best dog 
in the team—to take discouraging 
note of the fact that they were get- 
ting day by day farther away from 
the likelihood of ever getting back to 
home and loved ones.

As a matter of self protection we 
conceived the idea of Starting a 
Western edition of the World. Our 
son was just out of College, and 
though entirely inexperienced was 
ready to take hold of the work. The 
plan was executed with dispatch and 
the first edition issued on January 6, 
1912. 

The idea of two editions with one 
mailing list was entirely new with 
the authorities at Washington, and 
we had diffculty in getting our appli- 
cation for second-class rates accepted, 
A ruling had been made that no pa- 
per could have two offices of publi- 
cation. However, this ruling was 
finally modified and we were granted 
our second-rate privilege. 

As was expected, being first in the 
field, the proposed competing jour- 
nal did not materialize. Under our 
own management it was an entire 
success, and under our management 
as members of the Holstein-Friesian 
World Company it has continued to 
develop and prosper. 

There are, it is true, some incon- 
veniences and a little added expense 
in the two-edition plan, but we are 
fully convinced that the advantages 
more than balance the disadvantages. 
It certainly lends itself admirably to 
the requirements of a dual manage- 
ment, preventing the possibility of 
one member of a company posing as 
the whole push. 


We confess that we have no inter- 


est in the future of the Western edi- 
tion other than that of sentiment. 
The retirement of the Western edi- 
tion in fact, if not in name, would 
leave the field practically as in Janu- 
ary, 1912. Of course, this would be 
in the interest of any one, or com- 
pany, aspiring to start a third paper. 
However, we do not doubt that the 
plan adopted will prove the best for 
the new mahagement, and it will re- 
ceive our best wishes and hearty co- 
operation.

What may be accomplished by the 
beginner with purebred Holstein- 
Friesians, even though he should have 
to start with but one heifer, is well il- 
lustrated by results secured by the se- 
nior Mr. Canniff of ‘Rolling Prairie, 
Wis. Four years ago, in May, 1911, 
he purchased a_ three-months-old 
heifer calf, by name Jessie Home- 
stead Fobes, for the good price of 
$400. At the Watertown sale, re- 
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ported in this issue, he sold her and 
her seven descendants, including 
daughters and granddaughters with 
one bull. The old cow sold for $500; 
the bull brought $150 and the daugh- 
ters sold respectively for $130, $125, 
$165, $150, $275, and $300 making a 
total’ of $1,795. If the females paid 
for their keep in milk this sale money 
would represent profit. What would 
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the value of the family be five years 
from now if they were kept together? 
These animals sold for their individ- 
uality and not for any records which 
they had for Mr. Canniff paid but 
slight attention to the matter of mak- 
ing records. There is a real lesson 
in this for none of the prices are 
spectacular but such as might be se- 
cured by any breeder.

The possibility of replacing a herd 
of scrub dairy cows with pure ored 
Holsteins within a few years and 
without any great outlay of capital is 
well demonstrated at the Marcade 
Farm owned by Markey Bros., Sulli- 
van, Wisconsin.

All of the older cows in the herd 
are in the Advanced Register and this 
work is to be continued with the 
heifers as they develop. No attempt 
is made to force the cows. This herd 
is required to pay its own way and has 
developed normally with this end in 
view. The cows have not disappointed 
their owners for the receipts from sur- 
plus stock alone have, during each of 
several years past, amounted to more 
than the original investment. 

Without a large outlay of capital 
the farm has been stocked to its cap- 
acity with pure bred Holstein cattle 
within nine years and it has even 
been necessary to dispose of 8 to 10 
head of females within the past two 
years. 

If others who wish they could have 
herds of Holsteins would give the 
cows a chance to do their part, their 
wish would be granted in the same 
way.

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REPORTED TESTS OF HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIAN COWS 


As this number of the Reports of 
Tests of Holstein-Friesian cows goes 
to press, I am advised by the printer 
that the first shipment of copies of 
the 26th volume of the Advanced 
Register Year Book has left Albany, 
N. Y., for Delavan by fast freight. 
As soon as these copies reach this 
office, the distribution to fill orders 
received will begin. The printing of 
such a kook is a great task, and taxes 
the facilities‘ of even the largest 
printing companies. The printers 
this year are two weeks behind their 
contract, assigning as a cause that 
the book is larger than it was ex- 
pected to be. It should be borne in 
mind that the Blue Book differs from 
the Herd Book in that the printing 
of the latter may begin as soon as 
there is copy enough ready to keep 
the printers busy, while as the Blue 
Book must be al] alphabetically ar- 
ranged, nothing can be done towards 
its printing until the last tests of the 
fiscal year have been included and 
listed in their proper places. The 
fiscal year closes on April 30th, and 
the printing of.the Blue Book begins 
the last part of May of each year. 
It usually takes close to five months 
to print and bind the book.

Does it injure Holstein-Friesian 
cows when properly handled to make 
long-time tests? If it does, the Ad- 
vanced Registry Office has not yet 
discovered it. On the other hand, 
there is every evidence that the long- 
time test develops and increases the 
capacity of the cow. One of the 
most striking examples of this and 


of persistence in production is that . 


of the California cow Tilly Alcartra, 
owned by the A. W. Morris & Sons 
Corporation and now well started on 
her fourth consecutive long-time test. 
Tilly Alcartra during her third test 
broke all records by producing in 365 
days 30,451.4 pounds milk containing 
951.23 Ibs. fat; and she carried a 
calf for five months of this test. Her 
official test for seven days in the 
third period showed 715.4 lbs. milk 
with 23.412 lbs. fat; in the fourth, 
783.7 Ibs. milk with 25.782 Ibs. fat. 
In the third period she showed in 
thirty days 3066.8 lbs. milk. with 
98.167 lbs. fat; in the fourth, 3201.8 
Ibs. milk with 101.366 Ibs. fat. The 
third period showed for sixty days 
6052 lbs. milk with 195.511 Ibs: fat; 
the fourth, 5773.7 Ibs. milk with 
197.876 lbs. fat. For 100 days the 
third period showed 9702.8 Ibs. milk 
with 317.464 lbs fat; while for. the 
same time the fourth period showed 


9790.4 Ibs. milk and 317.897 Ibs. fat. 
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Except in the 60-day milk produc- 
tion, Tilly has bettered her former 
great records very materially. More 
than 200 Holstein cows have been 
tested for two or more consecutive 
years; and in nine out of ten cases 
the last record is the largest. 


* * 


During the period from July 14th 
to Sept. 16th, records for 598 ani- 
mals have been accepted to entry in 
the Holstein-Friesian Advanced Reg- 
ister; of which twenty-seven were 
extended to fourteen days, two to 
fifteen, forty-nine to thirty, four to 
sixty, one to ninety, and one to one 
hundred days. This herd of 598 ani- 
mals, of which one-half were heifers 
with first or second calves, produced 
in seven consecutive days, 251;212.5 
Ibs. milk containing 8,817.55 lbs. of 
butter fat, thus showing an average 
of 3.51 per cent fat. The average 
production for each animal was 
403.3 lbs. milk containing 14.729 lbs. 
of butter fat.
